D eclaration o f P rin cip les Made by 
the D em ocrats at T heir C onvention 
Meld at Elkhorn Last W ednesday. 
We, the representatives of the Demo­ 
cratic party of the First Congressional 
District of ttietState of Wisconsin in con­ 
vention assembled, charge upon the Re­ 
publican party the wide-spread financial 
distress, the numerous and disastrous bank­ 
ruptcies, and tho general prostration of all 
great business enterprises which has so 
long prevailed all over the nation. 
That 
is the legitimate result of tho class legisla­ 
tion, the wasteful and expensive adminis­ 
tration of the genera! government, which 
in all its departments has been in their 
bauds for so many years; and the utterly 
exhaustive dram made upon the resources 
of the whole industrial system of the coun 
try, by the excessive and unjust system of 
taxation which they inflicted upon the 
people.; 
We demand a general revision of the 
system ol taxation, by which it shall be 
made much more simple, effective and just 
aud tho enactment ot a tariff law framed 
lor revenue purposes only. 
We demand that no material change be 
made iu the volume of the currency, either 
directly or indirectly ; thereby changing 
values and disturbing the relations between 
the debtor and creditor, except such in 
crease as shall be the natural increase of 
the business growth of the country, and 
the Increase of our gold and silver coin­ 
age. 
We demand that the present standing of 
our paper currency, which is practically a 
voluntary resumption of specie payments, 
shall not be interfered with by a forced 
and violent resumption on Hie first of Jan­ 
uary, 1879, fraught with danger to the bus­ 
iness interests of the c ountry, lo case such 
attempt at forced resumption shall prove a 
failure, which we bold will be the inev­ 
itable result of the attempt. 
We approve the act remonetizing silver, 
and desire that the measure be fully per­ 
fected and fairly carried into effect, until 
the silver dollar shall take Its legitimate 
place along side of the gold dollar and the 
national treasury note dollar, and they 
equally, shall lorm the currency of the 
entire people, and be receivable In pay 
nient tor all debts aud dues ot every kind, 
public or private; ana that there is no 
further increase, in the bonded debt, and no 
further sale of United Slates bonds for the 
purchase of coin tor resumption purposes, 
but that there tic a gradual extinction of 
the public debt aud rigid ecouomy and a 
reduction iu all the expenditures of the 
public service. 
We* denounce the great and damning 
fraud by which the choice of the people 
was thwarted, and men inducted into the 
highest offices in the nation, who were not 
elected thereto, the majority of the uatiou 
practically disfranchised, aud a dangerous 
assault made on all free representative gov­ 
ernment; a gigantic lraud, which must 
never be forgotten or condoned uutil all its 
guilty participants shall be driven from 
power, and the voice of the nation shall 
once more rule. 
We fully appreciate the action of the 
House of Representatives in ordering a 
thorough investigation of ail the steps by 
which the great crime was perpetrated, 
and the will of the people overruled, to the 
end that all may know who the traitors 
and criminals were, and mark them for the 
future, and that history may hand their 
names down in the black catalogue of those 
who for personal ends betrayed their coun­ 
try. 
We hold that the gigantic evils which 
oppress and weigh down all the industrial 
aod commercial interests of the country are 
‘ evils which have been produced by Repub­ 
lican misrule, aod magnified by Republi­ 
can fraud and corruption, and that to the 
Democratic party alone can the people 
look to for relief.
